at less cost than that paid by any 
other state for similar collections:

Now this fee of *71,199.95 was for an 
unusual and extraordinary collection, 
and is not properly qhargeable to this 
amount When subtracted from It 
there, is left *102.702.19. In that 
amount, too. for which the Republi¬ 
can candidates try to hold us account¬ 
able. Is *20.167.84 which we paid on 
contracts made hy Governor Brown. 
Governor Bradley. W. S. Taylor and 
I W. J. Hendrick, with which we had
